REMARKS 

Claims 1-7 and 11-12 are pending in the application after this amendment.

Claim 19, which was indicated as 
allowable, has been cancelled. Claims not indicated as allowable have been cancelled. 
Applicants have made these amendments and cancellations for the purpose of 
furthering prosecution, but reserve the right to file continuation applications. Applicants 
respectfully submit that the claims are now in condition for allowance. 

Applicants respectfully request that an indication that the drawings 
submitted on November 14, 2006 are acceptable. 

Please note that there is an error in the published application (US 
20050139619 A1) that is not present in the originally submitted document. Specifically, 
in paragraph 0019, the word "such" has been erroneously changed to "suck". To be 
sure that this particular error is corrected, applicants have reproduced the paragraph 
0019 of the published application and made the correction thereto. Please note that 
applicants' records indicate that the originally submitted application was correct. 
Applicants respectfully request that this errors and any other errors introduced in the 
published application be corrected in any patent resulting from the present application.
